Clothed in the 
finest raiment, nothing was want- 
ing. The Aztecs saw to it that he 
too made the acquaintance of the 
young maidens of the community, 
a strenuous routine that not many 
students would object to. As with 
all good things, this soon termin- 
ated in the most abrupt fashion. 

On the appointed sacrificial day 
the happy youth was placed on 
the sacrificial altar and the chief 
priests proceeded to tear out his

J. A. Simpson, chief instructor of 
the Gatinesu Gliding Club, Ottawa, 
spoke to the McGill Gliding Club 
last night in the Union Ballroom. 
Two films and a number of slides 
on the principles of gliding, were 
shown. 

.Joel Isenberg, president of the 
club, gave a brief address outlining 
the aims and future plans of the 
club. He said that the club was at 
present building one glider and 
they.-expectfld to buy another. Fly- 
ing would commence the first 
decent day in spring at a chosen 
spot a few miles out of the city. 

A technical staff is on hand to 
control the building of the glider 
and the teaching of the principles of 
flight. The instructor is Mr. Zabski, 
who was chief test-pilot at the 
Polish Institute of Glider Research. 

The club will be open all year 
round and out of town students 
will be given priority in flights in 
the fall and the spring. 

Monthly meetings featuring films 
speakers and slides will be held to 
acquaint members with the duri- 
mcnts of gliding. McGill is the 
only university club operating now 
in Canada but the universities of 
British Columbia and Toronto arc 
holding preliminary meetings to 
organize similar clubs.

Ontario University Has 
Count of 1,156 In Forces 

London, Ont., November 8.— 

(CUP)-Up to September 15 of this 
year 1,156 former members of the 
University of Western Ontario's 
COTC have gone on active service. 
This was revealed here recently in 
a statement by Lt.-Col. F. Stilling, 
Officer Commanding, University of 
Western Ontario COTC. 

708 men enlisted in the army, it 
was announced, 144 in the navy, and 
288 in the Royal Canadian Air 
Force. Tlic total casualties suffered 
among former members of this Uni- 
versity to date, is 37. Of this num- 
ber 28 are dead, five prisoners of 
war, and four are missing. What 
was described as a "very large 
number" of military awards have 
been given lo the men involved, 
among them one O.B.E., and sev- 
eral Military Crosses and Efficiency 
Decorations. ,

McGiil Senate Decision 

To Exclude Japanese 
Is Subject of Talk 

A special open membership 
meeting of the McGill Student 
Labor Club will be held today at 
5.15 p.m. in the Union Grill, to 
discuss the Senate ruling excluding 
othcrwi.'îe eligible Canadian stu- 
dents of Japanese origin from the 
University. The meeting will con< 
sider How the club can best sup 
port Ihc resolution passed by the 
Student Executive Council piotcst- 
ing the Senate ruling. 

The club has invited Miss Betty 
Kobayashi, "well-known Canadian- 
Japanese anti-fascist", to explain 
the position of second generation 
Canadian Japanese across the 
country. Miss Kobayashi graduated 
from McGill in Sociology in 1940. 
She reprcsenlcd RVC in the Stu- 
dents Council in her third year, 
and was active in the SCM and 
Canadian Students Assembly In her 
undergraduate years. 

She became well-known as an 
active democrat in campaigning for 
the boycott against Japanese goods, 
and for the embargo on sending 
war materials to Japan from this 
country. 

"This action of the Senate con- 
stitutes a danger lo the democra- 
tic right of all Canadian students to 
attend institutions of learning," 
stales the S.L.C. call to Ihe meet- 
ing. The statement goes on lo say 
that the government agency charg-

k striking example of careful and unified 
pl.mning of national scope is provided by the 
Canndian Association of Mcdicnl .Students and 
Internes. This association, numl)ciing among 
its members the students of nine Canadian 
medical schools, has after a year's work pro* 
dticcd a comprehensive brief on national health 
and its post-war revision by a national sclicme. 

This discussion of national iicallh was car- 
ried through by a committcce of representa- 
tives of the nine Canadian medical eciioole, 
plus threo advisory members. It was under- 
taken, not merely as a venture Iiy medical 
students in the medical field, but with a view 
to integrating the plan for a national health 
scheme with the Canadian Youth Commis- 
sion's study of "the seven areas of employ- 
ment, education, health, recreation, family lije, 
citizenship, and religion." 

The brief contains a list and a discussion 
of 13 main principles. The last of these states 
that "National Health insurance should bo 
integrated jj-illi other social welfare measures. 
Community effort should have a place in the 
plan." Such an integrity and breadth of out- 
look is worthy of comment, in view of the 
number of people who séem to believe that 
the medical profession is rather narrow and 
jealous of its status. The doctors of tomor- 
row, with Canada as a whole in mind, have 
assumed a position of leadership which renders 
such derogatory opinion unjustified. 

"No stream can rise higher timn its source; 
no nation can be greater than the people who 
are her citizens. If Canada is to inherit rich 
destiny, health must be planned on a national 
scale." 
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The Forge 

The Forge is McGill's literary magazine. 
This year, as in the past, it is sending forth 
its call for contributions from the students of 
the university. 

This University, particularly since the be- 
ginning of war, has turned most of its interest 
to the work of science, leaving the arts to 
struggle along as best it might. McGill, is, in 
this respect, running parallel with the other 
seats of learning of the continent. That the 
arts have done considerably more than 
"struggle" along is to the merit of the men 
left in the Arts faculty and of such student 
efforts as The Forge. 

The contants of The Forge for any one 
year is of course directly dependent upon tho 
value of the contributions received, which is 
in turn dependent upon the ability and interest 
of tho students. Each year sees the departure 
of some of the "old hands" at the literary 
trade, but fortunately it also sees the arrival 
of fresh blood and talent. That these new- 
comers should know of the excellent outlet for 
their work provided by The Forge, we feel to 
,^ be an important thing. That Ihcy shoiilcl keep 
'i,he standard of the work as high as possible 
by contributing their writings in prose and 
poetry, is a privilege and responsibility not to 
be allowed to pass.

From Romanticism to Naturalism 

(3) Survey of Naturalism 

If wc approach our whole problem from a so- 
cial and psychological point o( view, it may be 
restated in this way. The unrestrained sentiment 
of Mussct's romanticism is typical of the newly 
unleashed forces of the Revolution, bourfieois and 
Individualist In its main lines. The Parnassian 
movement, with its emphasis on formalism, on scll- 
cxclusion, and on the external values, typifies the 
escapist reaction which the imperfections and in- 
completeness of the Revolution soon evoked — its 
very title is self-explanatory. >yc have noted above, 
however, that the Parnasse is still basically Roman- 
tic despite superficial differences. . As for the Ito- 
mantic Realists, wc have alrcadiy stated our iden- 
tification of that school with the positive expression 
of the mature bourficois culture, 
^ Comins to Naturalism proper, however, wc find 
that we have here two separate major trends to 
deal with. One school of Naturalism (Becque, for 
instance) Is interested exclusively in the portrayal 
of sordid "reality", with little interest in eithv 
nrlislic form or in the social significance of tho 
facts which it presents. Superficially this would 
seem to be the very opposite of the approved Ro- 
mantic subjectivism and emphasis on the "beauti- 
ful". And so it is— but opposite only in tho sente 
of being the reverse side of tho same coin. Apart 
from its relation to the "cult of suffering", which 
we have touched on in our first cisay, this ap- 
proach is typical of the Romantic habit of standing 
outside ot one's environment and ot oneself, and 
sneering cynically at both, a la Byron, rather than 
real objectivity. This distinct Byroncsquc typo ot 
Romanticism Is one wlilch wo must not overlook, 
for it fills a role of tho first importance through- 
out the modern period. 

Another trend in the Naturalist school, ot far 
fircater importance than that iliustrnlcd by Becque, 
was the movement towurds socl,il reform. I em- 
phasized at the beginning of this scries that this 
movement, in its preoccupation with tho lower 
classes, as well as with exposing political, social 
and psychological reality, was in the best Romantic 
tradition. To further clarify the above statement, 
it may assist us if wc separate Romanticism into 
positive dynamic elements and ncgalivc escapist 
elements. (The latter may be traced to the assump- 
tion of individual responsibility with the advent ot 
the Renaissance.) 

Most of us Incline to identify Romanticism ex- 
clusively with the latter, an error which must be 
avoided if we wish to obtain a true picture of the 
forces at work. The dynamic revolunlionary ele- 
ments can be seen in play with the development 
of class-conscious naturalism. In Us articulation 
we see the pressure of the growing industrial class, 
still thinking generally in the tradition ot the 
French Revolution (as may bo observed in the 
nature ot the psychological probicn\s and the fre- 
quent Ecnsationaiism ot Zola and Ibsen)— a class 
whose vain attempts at gaining rights culminated 
in the Paris Commune and tho compromise of the 
Third Republic. ' 

And just as futile as was the attempt of tho 
French laboring class to gain premature recognition, 
just so futile was the allcmpt ot the Naturalist 
school to establish an Independent literary tradition, 
The highest point of nineteenth century art was 
reached by the Romantic Realists, and the next step 
of evolution led in the direction of disintegrating 
Romanticism — the Impressionist and post-lmprcs- 
slonist schools from Wagner to the present day. 
The technique of Naturalism has persisted but 
mainly as a part ot these new techniques, to which 
it lends itself very well by virtue of the artistic 
formlessness of its conception. In particular, the 
method has been transferred to the |»ychoIoglcal 
plane In such devices as tho "stream of oonselous- 
ness".

Election Night Broadcast 

Few people expected thot Tuesday's presiden- 
tial race in the U.S.A. would really be very close 
—not after the Gallup and Fortune and numerous 
other polls had efficiently done their great service 
of washing most of the suspense out of tho future. 
Fewer still, however, realized that a hundred thous- 
and well-placed voles, had they managed to turn 
up at about 2.30 of yesterday morning, might have 
slashed the Roosevelt lead to a hair's-breadth do- 
spite his continuing popular^voto majority of two 
million at the time. 

Suddenly, at about 2.30 a.m., with the New York 
Times and News and Mirron and Herald-Tribune 
leading a parade of newspapers conceding a fourth 
term, the state of New York— 47 big electoral votes, 
the heaviest single factor in the country— swung 
startlingly to Dewey by a margin of îO.OOO votes, 
with most of New York City's Democratic strength 
presumably already tabulated. At the same time, 
Dewey trends appeared to whittle down the Roose- 
velt leads in Pennsylvania and Illinois, second and 
third In national importance. 

Momentarily, it looked as if Dewey might carry 
New York, Pennsylvania, and oven Illinois, wjth 
Michigan, New Jersey, and Ohio already in his 
pocket and borderline races such as Missouri tend- 
ing his way. By 3.00, however, Rooseyelt had rallied 
again in New York and Pennsylvania, and Repub- 
lican Campaign Chairman Herbert Brownell's 2.00 
a.m. speech was confirmed as the Dewey swan-song 
it had seemed to be. 

Radio, with CBS easily In the lead under the 
brilliant command of veteran Bob Trout, did a 
magnificent job of coverage of tho election returns; 
till 4.00 a.m., CBS read Its national scoreboard 
every hour on tho hour, reported on the senatorial, 
lower houso. and gubernatorial races, and filled in 
local tabulations, seemingly without resort to 
"expert" commentators. This observation is made 
because it seemed that one fact stood put on ayery 
Continued on Pagt gwr.

PALESTINE 

The harping on the action taken 
ogainst the Jewish terrorists is un- 
natural, and the Qovcrnment an- 
nouncement docs not hold the im- 
plications Mr. Sterlin sets forth at 
all. It seems ludicrous that this 
should be an "attempt to discredit 
Palestinian Jewry in the eyes of 
the world." 

In "Balfour Day'", Mr. Sterlin has 
taken a regrettable lino of action. 
The famous declaration, made by 
Lord Balfour to Lord Rothschild, 
was clarified by, Mr. Churchill (then 
Colonial Secretary) In 1022 when he 
slated that, "the terms of the decla- 
ration do not contemplate that 
Palestine, as a whole, should be 
converted into a Jewish National 
Home, but that such a home should 
be founded in Palestine." By this 
phrase, he said was meant "not tho 
imposition of a Jewish Nationality 
upon the inhabitants of Palestine 
ns n whole, but the further develop- 
ment of the existing Jewish com- 
munity .... in order that It might 
become a center In which the Jew- 
ish people as a whole may take an 
interest and pride." 

Since Palestine is mandated ter- 
ritory wc should examine the terms 
of the League ot Nations mandate, 
Under these. Great Britain under- 
took to implement the Bnlfour de- 
claration and In addition, (1) To 
develop self-governing Institutions. 
(2) To safeguard tho civil and re- 
ligious rights of all the Inhabitants 
in Palestine. The Immjgratioii of 
Jews was controlled on the prin- 
ciple laid down In the Churchill 
memorandum of 1022 that it was 
not to be "so great In volume as 
to exceed whatever may be the 
economic capacity of the country 
at the time to absorb the new

arrivals." From 1S22-1038, the Jew- 
ish population increased 477 per 
cent, and the Moslem and Christian 
population by 52 per cent, and 57 
per cent, respectively The Jews in 
creased from 11 per cent, ot the 
total population in 1022 to 20 per 
cent, in 1039. The economic devcl 
opmcnt of the country rose and as 
far as figures went, everything 
seemed to bo going smoothly. Arab 
riots occurred In 1021, 1028, 1020. 
and finally from 1037-1030 came 
tho "Arab revolt". The disturb- 
ances in 1030 and the revolt were 
constantly helped by Axis propa 
gnnda and even Axis funds. 

When the situation was reviewed 
in 1039, the British Government 
Issued a White paper in which it 
stated that "the lamentable distur- 
bances" of 1030-1930 were "a ma- 
nifestation of the Intense Arab ap- 
prehension" that Jewish immigra- 
tion would continue indefinitely 
until "the Jewish population was 
In a position to dominate them." 
The British Government had hoped 
that Arab hostility to the Balfour 
Declaration "wo'uld sooner or later 
bo overcome" and that the Arabs 
"would become reconciled to tho 
further growth of the Jewish Na- 
tional Home". Since this hope had 
not been attained, , the olternatives 
before the government were; 

Either (I) To seek to expand the 
Jewish National Home indefinitely 
by immigration against the strong- 
ly expressed wish o^ the Arab peo- 
ple of tho coiintry, a policy which 
meant "rule by force"; 

or (2) To permit further Immi- 
gration only with Arab acquies- 
cence. 

The government, therefore, pro- 
posed an immigration of 75,000 Jews 
into the country over a period of

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Astronomy 
For Everybody

(The Jtlontreat Centre o/ (he 
Ro]/at Aslronomical Socieli; of 
Canada has announced a series 
0/ popular lectures, (o be oluen 
at S.30 p.m. the second Thurs- 
dau o! every month in the Phy- 
sics buitdlno. Tiicse lectures, 
which are open to the public, 
tuilt give a complete picture of 
Attronomy, and are designed 
to be understandable to thote 
who know nothing of the sub- 
ject. The first lecture will take 
place Thursday, November 0, 
and will be given by Dean Hall 
of Sir George Williams College.

6. Meteors, or Falling Stan 
Comets, of which I spoke lâst 
week, provide us with .another in- 
teresting spectacle, the meteor, or 
falling star. These sudden streaks 
of light in the sky give us our only 
opportunity to study objects which 
come out out space. 

The head of a comet is a rather 
loose aggregation ot rocks and 
stones which arc bunched about a 
common centre of gravity. This un- 
stable mass may, in the course of 
time, and under the perturbing In- 
fluences of various planets' gravity, 
break up to smaller groups of rocks 
following the same orbit. Eventual- 
ly this process results in the com- 
plete disappearance of the comet, 
and In its place we find that the 
comef's former orbit has become a 
belt containing widely scattered 
chunks of roclt. v '.- V 

The earth in its trip around the 
sun passes close to several of these 
rock belts, and its gravity attracts 
the stray bits of comet debris. A 
piece of rock so attracted accele- 
rates until it Is travelling at a few 
miles per hour when it enters the 
earth's atmosphere. 



Then the flreworlcs start. The 
meteor is heated up by the atmos- 
pheric friction until it commences 
to vaporize and burn. It is then 

that we first see it In the sky, 
about eighty miles up. Most me- 
teors arc completely burnt to fine 
dust by the time they have fallen 
another thirty miles. Out of the 
millions of particles that strike the 
earth's atmosphere each day, a 
very small number are big enough 
so that they are not completely 
burned in the air. but reach the 
ground. 

Particles which have landed arc 
known as meteorites. Meteorites are 
composed of stone or iron, or stone 
and iron combined with traces of 
other materials. Including oven 
small, low grade diamonds in one 
case. Tlioy present a very interest- 
ing appearance because of the heat 
they have been through. The Green- 
land meteorite, the largest discov- 
ered, is an iron one. It is about 15 
feet long and five In diameter, and 
the crust to a depth of almost a 
foot looks like a 'gigantic Swiss 
cheese. Meteorites provide corro- 
borative evidence that the entire 
universe consists of the same ele- 
ments. 

While particles which are poten- 
tial meteors arc scattered all along 
the earth's orbit, most ot them are 
In bands which represent the orbits 
ot old comots. Thus we have annual 
meteor showers lasting a week or 
two at various times of the year. 
Shower meteors enter the atmos- 
phere in parallel paths. Perspective 
makes them appear to radiate from 
one point, as railroad tracks appear 
to come together at a distance. 

A curious fact in closing, although 
there is no record of anyone being 
killed by a meteor landing, some 
insurance companies issue policies 
eoverisK cucb uiuuual Injttrles.

chance that the Sailors would not 
have come out on top. This, surely 
is a more deplorable lack of sportS' 
manship than that which points out 
how the losing team made the best 
out of a poor situation. 

Questionable Recall 

Legally, the score should have 
been 10-5 for McGill nt half-time 
instead of the same score in Navy's 
favour. The Rcdmen scored a per- 
fectly legal touchdown that was 
called back, while Navy escaped 
with five points scored while 
very obvious infraction of the 
rules was going on.

caught the b.all because he claimed 
the ball was dead, yet the ball- 
carrier was never stopped nor was 
there any rule broken that could 
have caused the ball to be "dead".

Possible Situation Reverse

the end. 

When the gods made particular- 
ly pressing demands the prelim- 
inaries were dispensed with and 
many a young man simply lost 
his heart to the gods. 

Another of their favorite fourth 
of July entertainments was to 
give the victim a sporting chance 
for his lite. 

What a chance! Placed in the 
centre of a ring he had to fight 
off five opponents. These he took 
on one at a time, which was not 
too bad— otily he was at a slight 
disadvantage. His armor consist- 
ed of a sword covered with, of all 
things, FE.^THERS. It was pro- 
bably intended that he give his 
adversary the brush off. He was 
not burdened cither with the 
weight of a shield. His opponents 
were equipped with the regula- 
tion battlc-drcs£ which included a 
heavy sword and sield. To make 
the fray all the more cutting, 
their swords were covered with 
sharp pieces of obsidian, obsidian 
being a rock used for cutting. 
After a particularly heavy bout 
of religious fervor amongst the 
inhabitants, there must have been 
quite a man-power shortage. 

Tliat the reader might gather 
that the Aztecs were not concern- 
ed with other m.ittcrs, it is only 
fitting that some of the cultural 
developments be introduced. In 
astronomy they made astounding 
observations and along with this 
developed mathematics to high 
perfection. Their recordings of 
tho universe and its movements 
show that they surpassed the 
Egyptians and Babylonians In this 
art. At Chicchn Itza they erected 
their most important observatory 
which from thi pictures shown 
was as large as the Sun Life 
Building. 

Although their country was rich 
in gold and other raw materials 
the Aztecs only traded by barter, 
thus it may be assumed that they 
were not students of commerce. 

The showcases also contain 
many fine specimens of Aztec pot- 
tery and weaving. To the femin- 
ine point of view these should 
strike a particularly syinpathctlc 
note, but to the male eye they 
did not register any deep emo- 
tions.. Of all the various types of 
pottery shown there did not exist

to enlighten Mr. Rabin, on steps 
taken by the British Government 
to crush the Arab revolt. The revolt 
started on Sept. 26th, 1937. Imme- 
diately following Its outbreak, the 
atithoritics dissolved the Arab 
Higher Committee and all National 
Committees, and issued warrants 
for the arrest of six prominent Arab 
leaders. Five of them were arrested 
and deported to the Seychelles, the 
sixth escaped ta Syria. Military 
courts were set up throughout 
Palestine, and by the end of the 
year, 26 Arabs had been tried, 21 
being sentenced and 4 put to death. 
During 1930, 382 persons were tried; 
there were 54 death sentences, 38 
life imprisonments, and 141 acquit- 
tals. During 1038, British military 
strength in Palestine was conside- 
ably nugmcnlcd, and a campaign 
actively conducted against the Arab 
extremists. Further information on 
the subject may be obtained from 
"Great Britain and Palestine 1915- 
1039" by the Royal Institute of In- 
ternational Affairs. 

Mr. van Paassen has appeared as 
quite an expert. It seems clear that 
much of his argument with regard 
to Palestine depends not on facts 
which are capable of proof or dis- 
proof (for example the beautiful 
story about Nahas Pasha and Rom- 
mel) but, on the attribution to the 
British Government and to British 
officials of hidden and generally 
evil purposes behind their public 
actions. Obviously if the assumption 
is made that the British Govern- 
ment is normally actuated by such 
motives, all sorts of fantastic deduc- 
tions can be drawn from its appar- 
ently most straightforward actions. 
Van Paassen brings forward the de- 
lightful view, that "hostility be 
tween the Jews and tho Arpbs is 
not 'inherent'." I daresay countless 
harassed officials in Jerusalem and 
Whitehall must have wished that 
this were true, and many a British 
soldier has lost his life because it 
Is not so. 

I must point out that a scnso of 
fairness in political controversy is 
hardly brought about by bringing 
in emotional Issues. I am a colonial 
who Is merely trying to see justice 
done to the British Government in 
Palestine which has had a very, 
very "ticklish" job to perform. They 
have made mistakes, and there has 
been "uncertainty of policy", as the 
Peel report pointed out, but despite 
these things they have laboured at 
their task honestly and sincerely.

special additional refugees, as al- 
lowance for illegal entry). Owing 
to wartime conditions, only about 
45,000 had entered the country by 
the end of 1043 and it seemed that 
it would be impossible for all to 
enter by March 31st The British 
Government, therefore, announced 
on Nov. 10th, 1943, that to allow the 
extra 30,000 to enter, the final date 
would be abandoned, and tho time 
period extended indefinitely. 

The facts stand for themselves, It 
should be remembered that even 
as there is a Jewish viewpoint there 
is an Arab viewpoint and strangely 
enough, not merely the viewpoint 
Of an "extremely wealthjr, extreme- 
ly small land owning class" as Mr. 
Sterlln calls them. Under the very 
Declaration and the terms of the 
Mandate, the only thing to do was 
to suspend immigration and "the 
great promise" was "not illegally 
broken."
